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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1,6-13,17 and 19-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose a fluid containment device separate 
from, sandwiched between, and held in place by the first and second panels, the fluid 
containment device not being fastened to either of the first and second panel (as recited in claims 
1,7,17,21,32 and 37). The prior art disclose either the containment device fasten to the panels by 
fastening means such as glue or brazing or the containment device is not separate from the panel. 
The prior art of record also fails to disclose the claimed subject matter in claim 29. 

Since claims 29 and 37 use means plus function format, it gives rise to the interpretation 
under 35 USC 112, par. 6 in light of and consistent with the written description of the invention 
in the application.
